NEW YORK, July 28 (AP).— 
United States Steel Corporation 
earned more money in the first 
six months this year than any 
steel company has. ever earned 
in any six-month period. 

The nation’s top stéel maker 
today reported its net income 
for the six months ended June 
30 totaled $254,948,496, equal to 
$4.50 a share. That compared | 
with $135,650,730, or $2.29 a 
share in the same period last 
year. 

The previous record for any 
six-month period was in the first 
six months of 1957, when United 
States Steel earned $231,421,308, 
or $4.07 a share. 

Net income in the three 
months ended June 30 totaled a 
record $148,363,193, or $2.64 a 
share. 

This compared with $73,224,- 
051, or $1.25. a share in the sec- 
ond quarter last year and the 
previous record of $115,943,199, 
or $2.04 a share in the second 
quarter of 1957.

(AP) — A Missouri Supreme > 


Court decision -permitting a 
judge to open grand jury testi- 
mony to defendants was at- 
tacked yesterday as upsetting 
125 years of precedents. The 
court was asked to reconsider 
its July 13 ruling. 

J. Robertson Clagett of Kan- 
sas City, special prosecutor, 
and Assistant Attorney General 
Fred L. Howard filed the request 
for a rehearing. 

They said the opinion, if al- 
lowed to stand, would impair 
the usefulness of grand juries 
and would “haunt every prose- 
cuting attorney, every member 
of a grand jury and every wit- 
ness appearing before each 
jury until the end of time.” 

They charged the 43 deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court “‘is 
diametrically opposed to every 
other case on the subject here- 
tofore decided in Missouri and 
is likewise opposed to express 
provisions of the statutes of 
Missouri. 


“It is submitted that if this 
opinion is allowed to stand, it 
will constitute the grossest kind 
of judicial usurpation of the 
legislative function. By such 
judicial usurpation the public

He said that mulfunctions must 
be expected in any missile test 
program. Of 26 Atlas firings so 
far, he said, 11 have been com- 
pletely successful. 

“The failures have been less 
than I anticipated four years 
ago,”” Schriever said. 

He said the Air Force had been 
making “round the clock ef- 
forts’”’ to trace the reasons for 
the recent test failures. He said 
it was too soon to be certain that 
the trouble had been eliminated. 

Schriever said two of the five 
failures resulted from ground 
errors and not from weakness in 
the missile. One of these, he 
said, occurred when someone 
failed to close a liquid oxygen 
valve before the missile blasted 
off. The other resulted when one 
of the arms holding the rocket 
to its launching pad did not re- 
lease properly. In both cases 
the missiles exploded. 

System Redesigned. 

The officer said a third mis- 
sile failed because of a guidance 
system error which turned off 
the missile’s two booster engines 
30 seconds too soon. Part of the 
guidance system of the Atlas has 
been redesigned to correct this, 
he said. 

Schriever said that the other 
two malfunctions appeared to 
have been due to a “‘very severe 
fuel leak” in mid-air. 

He said the Air Force had 
made ‘‘fixes’’ to correct this 
problem. With these modifica- 
tions, an Atlas “flew with com- 
plete success’’ eight days ago, 
Schriever pointed out. 

Chairman Overton Brooks 
(Dem.), Louisiana, opened the 
hearing by stating the committee 
was ‘“‘disturbed’’ by the Atlas 
failures. After Schriever com- 
pleted his statement, Brooks said 
he was “heartened by your opti- 
mistic view.” 

GEORGIA WOMAN SENTENCED

MACON, Ga., July 28 (UPI)— 
Mrs. Anjette Donovan Lyles, 33 
years old, was sentenced today 
to die in Georgia’s electric chair 
Aug. 17 for poisoning her 9-year- 
old daughter, Marcia. 

Bibb Superior Court Judge Os- 
car L. Long sentenced the for- 
mer restaurant owner after de- 
nying a defense motion that Mrs. 
Lyles be sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. The judge could 
‘have done this at his own dis- 
cretion under a provision of the 
Georgia code dealing with felony 
cases where a _ conviction is 
based solely on circumstantial 
evidence. 

The Georgia Supreme Court 
confirmed her conviction July 8 
and last week denied a motion 
for a rehearing of the case.

WHEN PRESIDENT EISEN-

talks after lunch and kept them 
going for six hours in the pres- 
ence of the women. 

Even when offering a friendly 
toast to the President of the 
United States, Khrushchev could 
not omit some reference to the 
captive nations resolution or to 
the encirclement of the Soviet 
| Union, as he calls it, by foreign 
_ bases. 

It may be that Nixon will have 
a final private talk with Khrush- 
chev before leaving for Poland 
next Sunday.

Rep. Curtis on Highways 
I have read your editorial, “Re- 
viving a Road Pledge,” in which 
you discuss the federal road pro- 
gram. The suggestion of issuing 
temporary bonds has real merit. 

You state that “inflation and 
changes in highway plans have 
raised the cost estimates and trust 
fund revenue has not kept pace.” 
This is an incomplete and over- 
simplified statement of what has 
happened. 

Inflation has had little to do with 
increased expenditures. Cost esti- 
mates of actual contracts have been 
rather good. Where the costs have 
gone up is in right-of-way acquisi- 


“tion, 10 per cent (about $650,000,- 


000); state payments for utility re- 
locations; effects of the Davis- 
Bacon provisions in applying na- 
tional wage scales; and as you 
state, ‘changes in highway plans.”’ 


Let me give an example of one 
such ‘change. Congress did not 
really assert the nation would have 
41,000 miles of new interstate high- 
ways through the Federal Highway 
Act. What it said was that the na- 
tion should have its major cities 
interconnected by a system of new 
interstate highways. The mileage to 
do this was estimated to be about 
40,000; the Senate added another 
1000 to the estimate. 

By cutting through major cities 
instead of going around them the 
mileage needed was cut to 38,500. 


Now here is the “wife's arithme- 
tic’’ that was used! The Bureau 
of Public Roads said we have saved 
1500 miles (from the 40,000) at 
about one and one-half billion dol- 
Jars saving; therefore, give us the 
one and one-half billion dollars to 
build the 1500 miles we have saved. 
Of course, the cost of “saving” the 
one and one-half billion dollars was 
an added expenditure of about 
three billion dollars. Going through 
a city instead of around costs at 
least $3000 a mile rather than $1000. 

I agree we must keep the high- 
way trust fund solvent and com- 
plete the highway program. We 
may have to do some temporary 
financing, but let’s be very certain 
that it is only temporary and also 
let’s be certain that we are getting 
roads and not frills. And above 
all, that the availability of these 
vast federal funds is not resulting 
in loose contracting practices all 

. the way down the line. 

In my opinion, the best way. to 
solve both the fiscal problem and 
the policing problem would be to 
change the federal-state ratio from 
90 to 10 to 80-20. I have always 
regarded the change from the tra- 
ditiona] 50-50 state-federal ratio as 
a basic error.

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Some Congressmen, scientists and military 
men have been repeatedly warning that with- 


in the next two or three years a dis- 
parity in ICBM strength between Russia and 
America Fesult in a fatal gap that ca 


no} be overcome. The Administration has 
denied this again and again. : 


Last Jan. 22 ‘Secretary McElroy declared 
that Moscow would not have ICBMs in combat 
readiness before June 30, when the United 
States would have its principal ICBM, the 
Atlas, in combat position., June rolled around 
and Mr. McElroy announced that the Atlas 
had been delayed at least 60 days. The recent 
series of fizzles with the Atlas and Polaris 
shows that there had been too much Pentagon 
optimism. 

Weakness in long-range missile develop- 
ment is emphasized by an admission Rep. 
Mehon drew from Secretary McElroy dur- 
ing the appropriations hearings on the budget. 
The Texan asked: “We are getting stronger 
but they (Soviet Russia) have been getting 
stronger faster?” Mr. McElroy replied: “That 
is correct.” This is exactly where the people 
have been misled. They have been told they 
are getting stronger, but not that the Russians 
are getting stronger much faster. 

The Pentagon also has failed to integrate 
total war and limited war strategies. Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor, who resigned last month as 
Army Chief of Staff, made this clear when he 
criticized the allotment of the defense dollar 
and stressed how handicapped the Army 
would be in trying to wage a limited war 
with conventional arms. 

The American Army still is half-equipped 
with World War. II arms. But the Soviet 
Army is replacing weapons that are only five 
years old. Is it not apparent tifat here is an- 
other chink in our armor? We also lack airlift 
for even one division, while Moscow has air- 
lift for at least 100,000 troops. 

It would be possible to have greater faith 
in our defense establishment were it not for 
such weak points that have been exposed and 
the glib “all is well” statements which have 
been refuted. There is good evidence that 
the proposed military budget now before 
House and Senate conferees is inadequate 
although it totals nearly 41 billion dollars. 
Studies made by the Gaither, Rockefeller and 
Senate Preparedness Subcommittees and the 
Democratic Advisory Council all reiect 
strongly the Administration’s assertions that 
no additional funds are necessary. 

The Administration is taking a fearful re- 
snonsibility before history by risking na- 
tional security on a second-best defense. All 
of us, of course, hope that the gamble will 
prove justified by events. But would it not 
be better to avoid the gamble altogether—to 
minimize our, risks by building a defense so 
clearly superior as to be a sure deterrent 
of attack? 

This much is certain: when the Russians are 
ahead of us in the ultimate weapons, no Amer- 
ican can take any comfort in Mr. McElroy’s 
soft-syrup talk of that fact’s “unimportance.” 


A Prudent Mrs. Hedges 


Mrs. Horace Hedges of Kansas City has 
shown commendable prudence. The Republi- 
can national committeewoman from Missouri 
says it is too early to jump on the bandwagon 
of Vice President Nixon. She suggests that 
Mr. Nixon and Gov. Rockefeller of New York 
are both “excellent prospects” for the 1960 
presidential nomination. 

Mrs. Hedges’s male associates in the party 
are more reckless. H. Kenneth Wangelin of 
Poplar Bluff, chairman of the state Republi- 
can committee; Roscoe C. Hobbs of St. Louis, 
Republican national committeeman from Mis- 
souri, and Representative Thomas B. Curtis, 
Missouri’s only Republican Congressman, have 
indorsed Mr. Nixon. Thus the components 
of the Nixon machine are being assembled 
for next summer’s convention. Mrs. Hedges 
may remember what the others seem to for- 
get—that in 1952 Mr. Taft had a similar ma- 
chine and the delegates decided to junk it 
for a new model. 


Beautiful Ohio—and Free 

Interstate agreements have been signed by 
Govs. Handley of Indiana and Chandler of 
Kentucky through which their states will build 
three free bridges over their common bound- 
ary, the Ohio river. One will connect high- 
ways at Evansville, Ind., and Henderson, Ky. 
Another will link Brandenburg, Ky., and 
Mauckport, Ind. The third will join routes at 
Cannelton, Ind., and Hawesville, Ky. And 
there is a possibility of a fourth free bridge 
being built under these interstate agreements 
since a proposal to erect one at Lawrence- 
burg, Ind., is being studied. This news from 
the Indiana-Kentucky bridge front ought to 
be meaningful reading in St. Louis and adja- 
cent Illinois where five of the seven highway 
bridges still charge tolls. 


Facing Facts in Africa 

Further evidence of post-war Britain’s will- 
ingness to face the facts in colonial areas is 
the finding of a royal commission that last 
winter’s violence in Nyasaland was not the 


“massacre” plot on the part of the natives 
which some officials claimed it to be. The 
investigators also declared that African na- 


tionalist aspirations are not, as claimed by 
these officials, “the thoughts of only a small 


minority of political Africans, mainly self- 
seekers who think that their prospects of of- 
fice will be worse” under the present plan 


for a Central African federation. 

This acknowledgement of ‘“‘a deep and bit- 
ter division of opinion separating the govern- 
ment from the people” should be the first 
long step toward ending the “police state” 
rule in Nyasaland and permitting again the 
freedom of assembly and discussion which 
are essential to ultimate reform. 

With an election in the offing in Britain, 
the report may have its most immediate ef- 
fect in the campaigning, especially insofar as 
it is exploited by Labor. But already there 
are plans for a much broader commission 
which is to attempt to solve the problem. 
Colonials are not very happy about this, yet

Here, then, is another lesson in the costly 
disadvantages of excessive’use of secrecy in 
government offices. There is little more 
reason for secrecy now about the materials 
stockpiles than for secrecy about wheat or 
corn surpluses. And having gone this far to 
study the program, Congress ought to go all 
the way. The stockpile program has become 
chiefly a mining subsidization program, just 
as the farm price support program is a farm 
subsidy program. 

Perhaps there are sound reasons for con- 
tinuing federal subsidies to particular metals 
industries. But if that is so, Congress ought 
to know the reasons and provide subsidies 
accordingly. Hiding subsidies under stock- 
piles has kept an extremely expensive secret 
from the public. 


Gov. Furcolo’s Appeal . 

Gov. Foster Furcolo' of Massachusetts is in- 
viting the Governors of other states to join 
him in an appeal for action in the House of 
Representatives on the District of Columbia 
home rule bill, following passage in the Sen- 
ate. His:statement to all other Governors in- 
cludes the following: 


The time has come to redress the de- 
nial of suffrage to these patriotic, long- 
suffering American citizens. Just as the 
boundaries of the United States have 
been extended during the past year to 
thousands of new Americans who have 
achieved statehood, it is no more than 
proper that the people of Washington, 
D.C., likewise be given the right to gov- 
ern themselves. 


We hope that Gov. Blair of Missouri and 
Gov. Stratton of Illinois will support the 
petition. It deserves the backing of every 
Governor. 


As Machetes Waved 


Finding Fidel Castro in the Cuban premier- 
ship again is as surprising as finding water in 
a rain barrel. But the way in which he engi- 
neered his return to office by mass demand 
does indicate a twist in the Castro revolution. 

Originally this revolution had almost ex- 
clusively middle-class support. The wealthiest 
Cubans often sided with Dictator Batista; so 
did much of organized labor. Cuban workers 
did not respond to Castro’s call for a general 
strike last November. But Castro fought on 
with money and material supplied by small 
planters and business and professional people, 
and his 26th of July Movement demanded 
political as well as economic reforms. 

Now Premier Castro has put off elections 
and political democracy in the exclusive in- 
terest of economic and social changes. He has 
dismissed his hand-picked President and sev- 
eral other early supporters in the cabinet. 
And his latest mass demonstration, his decla- 
ration that “the machete will be the symbol 
of our revolution,” was calculated not merely 
to put himself back in office but to prove his 
popularity with workers and tenant farmers. 

The Castro revolution can only succeed 
with broadly-based mass support. ~The dan- 
ger is that political demagoguery could cost 
Premier Castro the confidence and help of 
men most qualified to help him achieve the 
difficult economic reforms of his revolution. 
Right now Cuba needs strong administration 
more than strong oratory. 


Progress Note as a Reminder 


St. Louis now ranks with those select few 
metropolitan centers from which jet airliners 
make it possible to go farther faster. 

The first scheduled all-jet service for 
St. Louis began a week ago with departure of 
Trans World Airlines Flight 70 at 8:48 a.m. 
from Lambert-St. Louis Field. The plane was 
over New York’s Idlewild Airport just an 
hour and 48 minutes later. Leaving New 
York the same day at 6:46 p.m., the plane 
returned to St. Louis in two hours and two 
minutes, 

It was almost a year ago that the first 
phase of the jet age for St. Louis began with 
turbo-prop planes on the St. Louis-Denver 
run. Jet service to San Francisco and Los 
Angeles will start Aug. 21. 

This is all very fine but it should be re- 
membered that Lambert-St. Louis Field is 
fast approaching the saturation mark and a 
secondary field to relieve the load is impera- 
tive.

Yet local taxes alone are almost as 
high as are the combined federal and 
state taxes in most of the states in 
the Union. 

Under independence the situation 
would be even worse because there 
would be no federal aid at all (ex- 
cept for a small amount of foreign 
aid) and there would be the added 
burdens of a diplomatic and military 
budget. 

There is no doubt that at some future 
date Puerto Rico will indeed become 
a state. But as for the island’s soon

Tuneful and _  Terrifically 
Entertaining Show

“Li'l Abner” proved last night 
to be a happy addition to the 


comedy hit, which just showed 
at the American six months ago, 
was @ spoof broad as a barn 
door in Dogpatch, amiable high- 
spirited, tuneful and terrifically 
entertaining. I predict it will 
be brought back regularly. 

Norman Panama and Melvin 
Frank, who adapted it from the 
famous Al Capp comic strip 
which appears in the Post- 
Dispatch (and are indeed now 
making the movie version), are 
shrewd pickers of corn. All the 
impossible Dogpatch characters 
are there, brought to gaudy, ir- 
repressible life — the accuracy 
isn’t quite so uncanny in all the 
roles as it was in the touring 
show, but it’s close enough. So 
is the Dogpatch idiom which 
has crept into the English lan- 
guage, and so are the Dogpatch- 
type situations. This means a 
burbling, merry burlesque of 
everything: from the low state 
of Dogpatch life to big business 
and Washington politics. 

Both in the book and Gene 
de Paul’s clever lyrics they 
know just how far to go in this 
nonsense without getting tire- 
some. “Li’l Abner” is carefree 
and funny all the way. It has 
an air of pristine innocence that 
is thoroughly engaging and keeps 
its humor from ever becoming 
labored. 

Very Pleasant Tunes. 

Johnny Mercer’s tunes are 
very pleasant indeed, and some 
like ‘“‘Jubilation T. Cornpone,” 
ode to the Confederate general 
who saved the Union by his 
cataclysmically stupid strategies, 
are highly catchy. The original 
Michael Kidd dances, faithfully 
reproduced -here by choreog- 


rapher Grover Dale, imported 
for the occasion, are an impor- 
‘tant part of the show. They 
are highly comic and inventive 
and explode with antic frenzy 
in the Sadie Hawkins Day Bal- 
let, something to rival Kidd's 
famous Mack Sennett ballet. 


Producer John Kennedy has 
gathered a good cast of carica- 
tures for thé show. Stephen 
Douglass, in the title role (he 
replaced the original choice, 
Peter Palmer, who had to bow 
out here when drafted for the 
movie version), was excellent. 
I hate to say this, but he is too 
intelligent-looking to be the ideal 
Li'l Abner. And he didn’t have 
the clod-hopping gait perfected. 
But he fitted the general physi-

Flemming Says Program 
Could Fall Short by 
$11,000,000.

WASHINGTON, July 28 — The 
Federal Government's program 
of providing loans to needy col- 
lege students faces ‘‘a possible 
deficit of $11,000,000” in the next 
school year, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Arthur S. 

Flemming warned today. 

He said preliminary figures in- 
dicate colleges and universities 
participating in the program 
would need about $60,500,000 for 
loans, whereas funds now on 
hand or expected to be made 
available total only $49,500,000. 
Nearly 121,000 college and uni- 
versity students are expected to 
apply for loans under the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act in 
the academic year commencing 
in September, he said. This 
amounts to 5.5 per cent of the 
total enrollment of the 1372 in- 
stitutions planning to participate 
in the program. 

Flemming told a press con- 
ference he was confident avail- 
able funds “will meet or come 
close to meeting the actual 
needs of students for the com- 
ing academic year.” 

This is so, he explained, be- 
cause actual demands for loans 
usually are smaller than pre- 
liminary estimates. Further- 
more, the requests may be 
scaled down somewhat after 
they are reviewed by the Office 
of Education, he said. 

In this connection, Flemming 
announced a new procedure 
under which applications by 
colleges and universities for 
loan funds will be “reviewed 
for reasonableness.” He an- 
nounced appointment of a panel 
of 12 college administrators to 
assist in evaluating requests.

Where will they get the play- 
ers? Will they work with the 
other majors or outside the pres- 


ent structure? 

These questions and others 
will be batted around when the 
founders meet Aug. 18 with 
Commissioner Ford Frick’s sev- 
en-man. committee from the 
existing majors. The meeting 
probably will be held in Boston 
because New York has been so 
closely identified with the third 
league movement. 

New York, of course, is one 
of the five founders. The names 
and backers of the others were 
made public yesterday at a 
press conference by Bill Shea, 
chairman of Mayor Wagner's 
baseball committee, in his an- 
nouncement of formation of the 
new league. 

Toronto, Houston, Denver and 
Minneapolis-St. Paul round out 
the group of founders. Shea 
listed 11 cities he said have 
evinced interest in joining. They 
are Buffalo, Montreal, Atlanta, 
New Orleans, Miami, Indianap- 
olis, Dallas-Fort Worth, Seattle, 
Portland, Ore., San Diego and 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. 


Shea said he hoped to have 
two or three more cities lined up 
with the founders before his 
group meets with Frick’s com- 
mittee. He declined to reveal 
details of his plans for obtain- 
ing players from existing major 
league teams and their minor 
league farms, That subject will 
be one of the most important 
matters, probably the No. 1 
problem, to be worked out. 

The talent problem was em- 
phasized by National League 
President Warren Giles and 
American League President Joe 
Cronin. 

‘Five clubs don’t constitute a 
third major league, but they are 
certainly on the right path and 
I believe the organization even- 
tually will be completed,”” com- 
mented Giles in Los Angeles. 


Third Major League Faces 


“Their biggest problem, as I 
see it, is player personnel, and | 
baseball’s biggest problem will | 
be to repair any damage that 
might be done to the higher 
classification minor leagues. 
They can expect co-operation 
from the major leagues in help- 
ing solve their problems. We 
have a committee named for 
that purpose.” 

Cronin, although reserving 
comment on many facets of the | 
new league, also cautioned that 
calling it a major league doesn’t 
necessarily make it so. 

“They have to come up with 
major league talent,” he said 
in San Francisco. 

The new league said it ex- 
pected full co-operation from the 
American and National Leagues, 
who voted in May to favorably 
consider applications for major 
league status by ‘‘an acceptable 
group of eight clubs which could 
qualify.” 

Shea said the league would 
have a minimum of eight clubs, 
perhaps 10 and not more than 12 
when fully organized. It will play 
a 154-game schedule. 

“We are proceeding on the. 
basis of complete and unquali- 
fied co-operation of the two ex- 
isting major leagues,” Shea said 
in a statement handed out at the 
conference. ‘And we have been 
encouraged by them in our ef- 
forts to proceed along that line.” 

When asked what the founders’ 
group would do if the major 
league officials attempted to 
block establishment of the new 
league, Shea replied: “We will 
go ahead, anyway.”’ 

Although Shea said it is 18 
months too late for expansion of 
the majors by adding some of 
the new league’s cities, there 
was some speculation that the 
eventual outcome might be two 
10-club or 12-club majors. No- 
body would even confirm he was 
thinking of such a thing. 

Shea revealed the league had 
arranged to comply with a re- 
quest from Senator Kefauver to | 
appear July 31 in Washington 
before an anti-trust subcommit- 
tee. 
Commissioner Frick has met 
with Shea three times and has 
talked with him on the phone on 
numerous occasions. 

“We are going to sit down and 
talk with them,” Frick said at 
his Radio City offices. ‘“‘At that 
time we will discuss the whole 
situation. Apparently they now 
have set up their organization.” 

Such matters as the league 
presidency, the additional cities, 
television, bonus payments and 
major-minor relations also are 
still to be determined. 

Each owner has put up $50,000 
and is prepared to dig down for 
$2,500,000, exclusive of park fa- 
cilities, to finance the promo- 
tion. 

Jack Kent Cooke, owner of 
the Toronto franchise in the In- 
ternational League, backs the 
Toronto franchise with $2,500,000 
of his own money.

Reaction Is Mixed 

MINNEAPOLIS, July 28 (AP) 
—Formation of a third major 
league to include Minneapolis- 
St. Paul was warmly saluted 
here by civic leaders, business 
men, politicians and rank and 
file fans. 

There was mixed reaction in 
St. Paul, which for the last 
couple of years has tried to pro- 
mote a major league baseball 
team of its own. The Twin Cities’ 
entry in the Continental League 
would play in the 22,000-seat 
metropolitan stadium, built pri- 
marily by Minneapolis investors 
in suburban Bloomington.

Minneapolis and St. Paul have 
been members of the American 
Association for more than a half 
century. Frequently rivals civic- 
ally, the cities went separate 
ways in seeking major league 
baseball. St. Paul’s Midway 
Stadium, seating 10,520, was built 
with public money. Minneapolis’s 


stadium was financed privately. 
Emil Sick, owner of the Seattle 
club of the Pacific Coast League, 


said, “I haven’t seen one whit 
of interest around Seattle in a 
third major league. Just calling 
a league a third major league 
doesn’t make it one.” 

In Indianapolis, another city

Mr. Levenson has taken custody of the 
American school as his special province for humor and 
philosophy and this show is set in a mock school room with 
an audience of children who. are occasionally asked to join 
in the songs.

“Mary’s determined to make 
Romans out of us all,” laughed 
a family friend, Raymond Dan- 
iel, and this may be true. Her 
sister, Mrs. Pfeffer, is at pres- 
ent selling her lovely Lebanon 
home so she can spend six 
months of each year in Rome. 
This interview would have been 
more coherent had it not been 
for all the people streaming to 
the house to look and buy. The 
reporter, an old antiquer, 
couldn’t keep her mind on busi- 
ness. The conversation went 
something like this: 

“How did you happen to write 
the book, and I don’t suppose 
your sister wants to sell that 
darling blue chair?” 

“Well, I kept telling people 
these stories about Rome and 
somebody said, ‘Why don’t you 
write a book?’ No, Virginia’s 
keeping that chair but you must 
see the Victorian rocker up- 
stairs, and if you’re interested 
in raising gardenias, she can 
tell you all about them.” 

In between notes on antiques 
and horticulture, here are some 
facts on Mary Chamberlin, 
author: 

She had a nice, comfortable, 
normal childhood in Lebanon, 
of which she has said: ‘My 
father was a judge, my mother 
was a mother, and I was brought 
up to live happily ever after. I 
had a blissfully happy childhood 
which doesn’t mean I didn’t 
have to take castor oil or wear 
rubbers. There was a good deal 
of that, too, but it was a time 
when children weren’t. self con- 
scious about being children and 
parents weren’t self conscious 
about being parents.” 


Her mother, founder of the 
town library, is, one gathers, a 
woman of firm character. When 
the family moved from Cham- 
berlin street to another street, 
her mother was of the opinion 
the street sign should go with 
them and be placed in front of 
their new. house. 

“Ruth, you can’t do that,” 
Mary's father said when he 
found their house man digging 
up the sign. He was city attorney 
at the time and had a certain 
feeling for such matters. 

“I don’t know why not,” she 
retorted. ‘‘We*don’t need signs 
in Lebanon. Everyone knows 
where everyone else lives any- 
way.” (The sign is still at the 
old location.)

From Lebanon, Mary went to 
Monticello College and Tulane 
University where her uncle was 
was a professor, then to the 
American Academy of Dramatic 
Art. Her ambition to be an ac- 
tress dated back to childhood 
when she played the Prince op- 
posite a Cinderella who later be- 
came well known as Betty 
Grable. 


At the Academy she married 
a fellow student whom she sub- 
sequently divorced. Their son, 
John Harding, is doing gradu- 
ate studies in mathematics in 
Rome and presently playing in 
a tennis tournament on the Riv- 
iera. He is almost 25 years old 
so one judges his mother was a 
child bride. (She is in her mid- 
dle forties.) 


Although she appeared inter- 
mittently on Broadway, in Hol- 
lywood, and once as a guest 
at the St. Louis Civic Theater on 
Warson road, her acting career 
never fully jelled. After her di- 
vorce she decided to try writ- 
ing and sold her first TV play, 
“The Ascent of P. J. O’Hara,” 
to Kraft Theater. TV writing, 
which she considers difficult and 
confining, proved successful and 
she flourished, writing melo- 
dramas. Eventually she bought 
and did over a small house in 
Westport, Conn. 


“I'd gone to a lot of. trou- 
ble,” she retalls, ‘and when it 
was all finished I looked at it 
and thought, ‘What am I doing 
here?’

Mrs. Ward wrote her 
book in the northwest bed- 
room, a nice room with a 
CLARISSA START prey View, Set GaSe our 
set-up given over to toys 
and baseball cards, I did not write there. I wrote part of 
my book in a room at the Central Hotel in Wiesbaden, Ger- 
many, where we visited the Martin Niemoeller family last 
summer. I used a German typewriter, the keyboard of 


“I’m working on a book,” I told friends airily when they 
asked what I was doing instead of going out nights. 

Six months later my voice dropped a tone. 

“Still working on that blankety book,” I'd say 

This part of the work was done on a card table in the 
dining room. I was never very comfortable at that card 
table. I don’t like to work with my back to open space; I 
keep glancing nervously over my shoulder. Finally I moved 
to the bedroom, sat on the loveseat with my back to the wall, 
hunched over a huge antique coffee table with sprawling 
space, and was happy. 

By February the book wa. finished, I thought. I went to 
New York to confer with my publisher, Sumner Putnam, and 
my editor, Bettina Peterson. This process may best be com- 
pared to psychoanalysis after a misspent life. Editors and 
publishers are viewed by authors -alternatively as patient, 
understanding angels and as fiends in human form seeking 
to emasculate your work. I came back, agreeing to cut 
15,000 words from the manuscript, a task which is easy if 
you are the type who likes to slash your arteries to watch 
the blood spurt. Grudgingly, I admitted it read better. 


The book jacket proof gave me a great lift. But 
then came the galleys. Those long, long galleys. I 
found myself avoiding them, flipping magazines in 
search of “something to read.”” When my husband said 
I had something to read, I reacted as wives do when 
told they have something to wear—‘“That old thing?” 


Now as I do galley slavery, I am divided between pride 
of authorship (‘‘not a bad phrase, that’) and cold fear that 
some horrible blunder will be permanently preserved between 
book covers. At the moment I am looking forward neither 
to publication nor to autographing parties. I am looking for- 
ward to the glorious day when I see old, battered copies of 
*‘God’s Man” at the Book Fair. 

“Oh, you'll soon be ‘with book’ again,” experienced writer 
friends tell me. 

“Not me,” I vow passionately. ‘Never again.”

The Color. of Blood 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Would you please settle a dis- 
pute? Two people claim that the blood in the human body 
is colorless, and becomes red only after coming in contact 
with the air. One says her biology teacher taught her this. 
I am up in years, but do not believe the above state- 
ment.—MRS. A.C.T.” 

That’s a new argument to me, and I can’t imagine where 
the idea of ‘‘colorless” blood came from. But we can certainly 
answer the question. As a matter of fact, I think if we could 
hear what the biology teacher really said, it might be a bit 
different. 


Anyway, the idea that blood becomes red “only in 
contact with the air” is not true. For example, blood 
is allowed to flow through transparent (but air-tight) 
tubing in such equipment as a “‘mechanical heart” or 
and “artificial kidney,” but it is red. Or for a simpler 
example, what makes your cheeks pink? What makes 
you blush? Why, it is the circulation of blood near 
the surface. The red color gives that pinkish cast to 
the skin. 


Blood does, of course, change color somewhat in the 
body. As it leaves the lungs and heart, it is bright red. 
After it flows through the various parts of the body, it takes 
on a darker, reddish-purple tone, because it has picked up 
carbon dioxide and other impurities. These impurities are 
filtered out, the lungs add fresh oxygen, and the blood be- 
comes bright red again. 

The liquid of the blood, or serum, is almost colorless, but 
it is well-filled with the white and red cells (many more red 
cells than white) which provide the color. 

A sample of blood in a laboratory can be allowed to 
settle (a sedimentation test, for example) and the cells 
gradually drift to the bottom of the test tube, leaving the 
lighter colored fluid at the top. I think it could well be 
described as straw-colored, rather than ‘“‘colorless.” 


The same thing is done more quickly in a centri- 
fuge, a machine that spins a sample of fluid at very 
high speed. The red and white cells, being a bit 
heavier, are separated by the spinning, or centrifugal 
force. 

Just settling the argument, I suppose, isn’t so very im- 
portant, but if you've learned one or two new things about 
your blood, some day it will make clearer to you the way in 
which certain medical tests or treatments are conducted. 
That~the understanding of our bodies—decidedly is im- 
portant.

Study for Union Men 


HYDE PARK, July 28. 

OUT AT BAYBERRY, LONG ISLAND, the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, Local 3, of New York, 
is conducting a school where journeymen, foremen and su- 
perintendents attend a full week of classes designed ‘‘to make 
you think.” 

I was driven to the school, which Is called Bayberryland, 
by Edward Sullivan, Local 3’s educational director, from my 
New York apartment last week. 

One group of Local 3 members was studying logic, 
history and the use of words. There they learn, too, the 
relationship between many subjects—for instance, be- 
tween words and psychology. Words may be used 
carelessly without attention to the tone of voice in 
which they are uttered, which has an adverse effect 
upon listeners. 


Instructor at the school is Donn Coffee of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and follow-up courses have been offered at New York 
City’s Cooper Union by Dr. Edwin Burdell, its president, with 
the opportunity for the students to continue study along lines 
they choose. 

A week could not be spent in more pleasant surroundings. 
The estate, which the union local purchased from Mrs. Dwight 
Davis in 1950, looks out onto the water, and there is a beach 
for swimming. The house is charming and comfortable, and 
if the food is as good every day as it was on my visit, I 
don’t wonder the men gain weight. 

There is an atmosphere of wanting to learn, but it is one 
of relaxation, ‘too. The library is well. stocked with books to 
suit different tastes, and classes are sometimes held there or 
in the big, comfortable living room at the end of the house. 

Guest speakers talk for only 20 minutes; then 
the questions begin. I found these questions interesting 
and stimulating, even though I had been a little wor- 
ried that I might be asked questions that I would be 
unable to answer. 


On the way home I was given several copies of the 
Electrical Union World, a publication of Local 3. I was at- 
tracted to an editorial on education in one issue which said: 

“Nobody questions the right of any boy or girl to a high 
school education, but that is a victory a century old and the 
time has come for the trade union movement to move into 
the field of higher education with the same determination as 
organizing the unorganized. . . . Higher education, public 
school education are all of one piece.” 

It is interesting to note a trade union group thinking 
along these lines. This is true because some of us, in watching 
recent developments in education in the Soviet Union, have 
come to think that we cannot afford to waste human material 
like we have been by making financial ability the criterion as 
to whether a child receives a college education or not.
